exception  of  the  year  1952,  Koraianton  in  coroiiion  ,;ith  the  rest  of 
the  country  has  shovni  a  uiarked  tendency  towards  a  falliny  Live  firth  rate  sij^ce  1943 
and  it  is  noticeable  that  the  dip  for  1953  is  in  uiarked  contrast  to  the  sharp  rise 
in  1952  takinp,  in  eacn  case  as  a  basis,  the  existing  rate  for  England  and  Lales 
or  the^year  in  question.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  iuture  years  this  rats  udll 
ue  stabilised  in  line  vitn  or  above  the  national  avera;' e.

^1  ^  in  30.  ^  During  the  same  period  of  time  there  have  occurred  only  three 
■itiinate  still  births,  all  of  which  took  place  prior  to  1948  and  since  1947 
:  nas  onl^/  been  one  ini  ant  death  in  this  category.  Whilst  it  must  be  admitted 
the  population  of  infants  concerned  is  not  sufficiently  big  to  alloT;  us  to 
a^  definite  conclusions  on  the  suogect,  one  cannot  out  get  the  impression 

bhe  fate  of  the  illegitimate  child  in  N  'Fmanton  co.ipares  very  favoi.rably  vjith 
of  its  legitimate  counterpart. 


Our  Keo-natal  mortality  rate  (deaths  in  infants  under  one  month  of  age) 
i./hich  includes  the  prematurity  moiotality  rate,  is  comparable  \^ith  that  for  '’ki/.laTY^ 
ana  .■.ales,  but  the  Iioiant  'iiortality  rate  for  infants  up  t;.)  one  year  of  age  is  not

30  reassurinr^,  Since  vve  are  dealing  v^ith  a  small  number  of  deaths,  this  hig:ter 
mortality  rate  nould  appear  to  oe  explained  by  the  death  of  an  infant  from 
congenital  defects  being  carried  over  from  the  neo-natal  group  into  the  next 
higher  age  group.  In  1953#  folloying  a  year  free  of  such  cases,  there  yjss  one 
death  in  a  child  under  t-^o  years  of  a^e  from  diarrhoeal  causes. 


In  tay  previous  report  to  you  I  stated  that  ^'e  had  not  had  a  maternal 
mortality  since  1948  but  I  regret  to  state  that  during;  1953  thenj  ;vas  one  such 
death. 


Our  crude  death  rate  has  again  shoon  a  si^.nificant  fall  and  in  this  respect 
is  in  unison  v;ith  the  national  trend,  fhis  fall,  singularly  enough,  has  oeen 
contributed  to  by  a  fall  in  the  Cancer  death  rate  v/hich,  as  everyone  iaiov/s,  is

claimed  three  victi^ns  (tva:)  men  and  one  rn’ornanj.  One  cigarette  smoked  represents 
1  gramme  of  tobacco  fumes  inhaled  and  an  ounce  a  veek  oi  tobacco  represents 
4  grammes  per  day,  and  it  has  been  found  tiiat  there  is  a  statistically  significant 
rise  in  the  lung  cancer  death  rate  in  those  vho  smoke  25  or  more  fgrammes  per  day. 


Coronary  disease  is  also  linked  up  "yith  tobacco  smokin;_,  though  to  a 
considerably  lesser  extent  and  here  we  find  there  '.'sre,  locally,  3^  deaths  from 
this  disease,  21  of  whom  were  men  and  15  women.

I'iost  of  US  ere  fully  alive  to  the  social  proble.is  arising  out  of  the  ever- 
growing-  population  of  ageing  persons  in  the  community  out  since  a  not  inconsiderable 
part  of  the  concrete  evidence  necessarily  associated  with  a  subject  of  this  nature 
is  masked  by  unavoidable  statistical  data,  it  is  not  to  be  T.ondered  at  if  difficulty 
is  experienced  in  evaluating  its  signif ioance,  Moreover,  it  must  be  remeimbered

in  Normanton  and  in  viev'  of  the  importance  attaching  to  the  subject  it  was  felt 
that  this  loouLd  be  an  appropriate  time  to  enlargge  on  it  under  the  heading;  of  Vital 
otatistics.  iin  attempt  has  therefore  been  m£»cle  in  tnis  report  to  shoi/  the 
alteration  that  has  steadily  been  taking,  place  in  the  age  structure  of  the  popul¬ 
ation  over  the  last  half  century^,  followed  by  some  oi  the  implications  and 
observations  on  how  the  matter  is  beinf*'  tackled.

of  the  death  rates  supplied  for  the  year  1952#  the  expectation  of  life  for  a 
boy  had  risen  to  6?  years  and  for  a  ggirl  to  72  years.  Thus,  the  passage  of 
50  years  has  seen  an  increase  in  the  span  of  hU'iian  life  of  some  20  years,  a  truly 
reiiiarksble  phenomenon,  and  the  credit  for  this  achievement  is  due  in  no  smell, 
measure  to  the  untirin;_  efforts  of  all  those  soci.ologists,  doctors,  scientists, 
administrators  etc,  who' have  seen  the  need  to  focus  their  detailed  kno-'ledg  e  on 
to  tills  subject  with  a  view  to  improvin,^  xir  lot  nov';  and  in  later  life.  Just  as 
tne  resolution  of  one  problem,  ho-  ever,  not  infrequently  brings  one  or  more  in 
its  trail,  so  v-'e  nov'  find  ourselves  havin  to  get  a  setter  appreciation  of  the 
wants  of  older  people  as  well  os  to  provide  for  their  econoiaio  requirements,  and 
these  Vv’e  ore  in  the  process  of  sorting  out  at  tlie  moment. 
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One  would  expect  03  o  direct  result  of  pro  I  on'  in;:;,  the  life  span  that  the 
^'ross  numbers  ol  the  population  i.'ould  have  increased  over  the  half  century  and 
this  is  just  i;hat  has  happened,  Dozpressed  in  actual  fact,  ve  find  that  in  the 
year  1903  the  population  of  iilnf  land  and  .lales  stood  at  33  millions,  whereas  by 
1953  i't  had  risen- by  one  third  a^j.ain  to  millions,  and  on  the  evidence,  at 
present  available  it  is  estimated  that  oy  1983  it  will  have  risen  by  a  further 
3  millions  to  4/  inillions.  Put  laore  Taphica lly,  bet',.een  1  903  and  1953  "thje 
population  of  this  country  rose  by  33'S/b  and  in  another  30  years  it  is  estimated 
that  it  will  rise  by  a  further  7/>>.  In  the  face  of  such  corapetin^.  fi,  ures  it 

IS  difficult  to  escape  the  conclusion  that  durin;;,  the  passage  of  this  period  of 
time  there  must  have  been  structural  alterations  in  our  various  a,  e  groups 
and  in  a  survey  recent carried  out,  this  view?  has  amply  been  confirmed.  ^.s 
a  oasis  on  which  to  ^^ork,  the  survey  took  a  rando..!  sample  of  one  thousand  of 
the  population,  divided  them  into  three  arbitrary  age  groups  and  compared  the 
data  in  1901  with  that  obtained  in  1 947«  These  are  tabulated  as  follows

Prom  this  table  it  will  be  seen  at  a  glance  that  uaportant  structural  changes 
have  been  taking  place  in  our  population  in  all  three  age  groups  and  it  is  extremely 
significant  that  Vi'hereas  there  has  been  a  32.^  decrease  in  our  0-25  population 
there  has  also  seen  a  123/^  increase  in  our  65  plus  population,  dome  comparative 
idea  of  the  ever  increasing  magnitude  of  the  problem  may  be  visualised  when  it  is 
stateiS  that  betw  een  December,  1952  and  December,  1953?  in  Dngland  and  ■.-.ales,  a 
further  68,000  persons  entered  into  this  65  plus  age  group  and  the  gro\jing 
consensus  of  opinion  is  that  some  radical  alte_ation  mill  have  to  take  place  in 
our  social  set  up  to  compensate  for  the  change  in  the  age  structure.  In  this 
direction  it  is  of  interest  to  note  even  novv  that  added  inducements  are  being 
held  out  to  those  becoming  entitled  to  a  retirement  pension  under  the  National 
Insurance  scherae  to  carr 


r'y  on  for  a  fe\!  raore  years  provided  they  have  the  health 


and  strength  to  do  so,  furthermore,  a  considerable  amount  of  experimental  work 
is  being:  carried  out  by  industrial  firms  and  by  Local  authorities  to  determine 
the  types  of  vork  for  which  these  people  are  best  suited. 


Under  the  National  assistance  ^,ct,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  ■v.jelfare  authority 
of  the  County  Council  to  provide  residential  accomnodation  for  old  people  in 
need  of  care  and  attention,  and  to  comply  with  this  requirement  it  has,  locally, 
modernised  existing  old  Poor  La-v,  acco:!i..Lodation  and  has  acquired  houses  suitable 
for  conversion.  further  extensions  of  this  kind  are  still  urgently  required  and 
the  homeliness  and  coaifort  v-hich  they  provide,  linked  with  the  freedom  from 
restriction,  is  aPnays  the  keynote  in  the  imanagement  and  provision  of  houies  o'f 
this  nature.  On  enter  in-  such  accoimviodation,  pensioners  are  allov.'ed  to  retain 
their  pensions  and  ax'ter  paying-  for  their  keep  usually  have  6s.  6d.  lef-6  over 
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as  pocket  money.  Not  all  of  these  sidudLssions,  hov’ever,  are  of  a  voluntary 
nature  and  the  laedical  Officer  of  liealth  on  occasion,  and  uiuch  a£,sinst  his 
’„ill,  finds  himself  j.’equired,  to  take  action  statutorily  to  ensure  that  old 
persons  who  are  incapacitated  or  who  are  8,:,ed  and  inf  irm  yet  that  attention 
of  '^doich  they  are  in  such  need  but  of  which  they  so  steadfastly  refuse  to  avail 
the^dselves. 

i^lthou.'^h  tiie  attitude  of  old  people  is  rapidly  chanyiny  in  reyard  to  makiny 
use  of  residential  accoamodation,  it  is  found  in  practice  that  the  majority  of 
them  prefer  to  'be  independent  and  live  in  their  own  hotues  as  they  have  always 
oeen  accustomed  to  do  for  so  lony  in  the  past.  In  this  connection  it  is 
interestiny  to  note  that  Nor.nanton  has  ouilt  103  houses  for  old  persoiis  and  4 
more  are  in  the  process  of  beiny  built. 


To  stud^"  the  needs  of  old  people  and  to  encourar'e  and  promote  measures  for 
their  v-e ll-'bein;  ,  old  people's  m^elfare  comuittees  have  been  set  up  all  over  the 
country  and  in  bn;  land  and  bales  there  are  even  now  1000  of  these  coa.iittees  in 
existence.  In  Norisnton,  such  a  committee  has  been  in  operation  for  a  few  years. 
There  are  seven  clubs,  a  system  of  home  visitin,.  for  the  ayed  sick  and  a  chiropody 
service,  all  doin;  a  y^rand  job  of  work  in  keepiny  up  the  morale  or  tl'ese  people. 

Our  Health  Visitors  visit  the  ayed  in  their  houes,  helpiny  them  T’ith  their 
'iiultipie  pro'blems,  contactiU;  and  co~operatiny  vith  the  various  other  Welfare 
Depart^aents  and  voluntary  bodies  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  various  and  fluctuatin. 


rri 


here  is  a  very  human  aspect  to  this  \  ork,  since  by  means ' of  it, 
a^  ed  people  of  all  classes  are  made  to  feel  that  tiiey  are  not  foryotten,  and  the 
enthusiasm  vith  '  hich  they  receive  the  x.ealth  Visitor  into  their  homes  shows 
their  appreciation  of  the  help  which  she  ;  ives  them:  not  least  of  all,  they 
confide  in  her  all  'iiatters  personal  or  otherwise,  Duriny  the  year,  780  visits 
li/ere  made  by  health  visitors  to  58  a.-'-ed  prrsons. 

The  home  nurses  also  play  a  ver^'  yreat  part  in  this  service,  by  administerin 
to  the  needs  of  the  ayed  sick  and  infirm.  This  service,  often  combined  with  the 
Home  Help  service,  allow/s  the  patients  to  retain  the  comi’ort  of  their  oorn  homes 
where  otherwise  it  would  be  necessary  to  seek  residential  ooGom'nr.>dation  or  yeriatrio 
hospital  accouModation,  Duriny  1  953  Home  bourses  attended  262  and  Home  Helps 
assisted  32  ayed  persons. 

The  social  pro'olem  of  old  aye  thus  is  one  in  .  hich  each  and  everyone  of  us  is 
vitally  interested  and  to  arrive  at  a  satisfactory  solution  demands  that  it  be 


tackled  in  a  most  realistic  manner. 


dome  idea  of  the  e^ctent  of  the  social  (and 
also  the  aiedical)  implications  ;  ill  be  realised  when  it  is  stated  that  in  1952, 
only  1  in  every  13  of  the  population  in  this  country  .as  65  years  or  over,  whilst 
in  1952  this  ratio  fell  to  1  in  9  and  in  1932  it  is  reckoned  that  it  \;ill  stand 
at  1  in  6,  Some  1 5'a  years  a,  0,  w'hen  this  ratio  v^as  in  the  re;_  ion  of  1  in  1  6, 

Thomas  j-ialthus  in  his  celebrated  inquiry  into  tne  nature  and  causes  of  poverty 
maintained  that  too  many  children  were  oein^  born,  thus  overloadiny  the  inf'ant 
population  of  the  comuunity.  No\;adsy3  the  tendency  is  for  the  unbalanciny  effect 
to  manifest  itself  at  the  opposite  ena  of  the  scale.  Olden  civilisations, 
cultured  as  well  as  primitive,  not  infrequently  shelved  their  responsibilities 
tov;'ards  their  ay.ed  dependants  by  iiquidatiny  them,  but  since  our  moral  code 
ri'htly  prohibits  such  a  policy,  effective  vjays  and  means  are  beiny.  'corked  out 
to  solve  the  problem  in  a  more  humane  manner.

Our  first  coraprehensive  Miniature  Mass  Radiegraphy  survey  was  held  in 
Nermanton  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  in  view  of  your  continued 
interest  in  the  subject  of  Tuberculosis,  I  have  included  a  detailed  statement 
of  the  work  done  in  this  survey. 

In  order  to  make  this  local  survey  sufficiently  comprehensive  and  factual 
it  was  felt  necessary  from  the  very  coainencement  that  three  major  considerations 
would  have  to  be  kept  in  mind  throughout  the  planning  stages.  The  basic  principle 
in  any  such  survey  aims  at  providing  adequate  facilities  for  the  exaraination  of 
members  of  the  general  public  vdoo  may  wish  to  avail  theiviselves  of  this  service 
and  this  essential  w'as  duly  observed.  Again,  priority  groups  such  as  nurses, 
those  engaged  in  industrial  occupations  in  which  there  was  a  possibility  of  lung 
irritation  sufficient  to  initiate  degenerative  changes,  and  others,  also  had  to 
be  given  adequate  consideration.  Rinall^^  since  so  little  v.as  known  concerning 
the  early  incidence  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  our  coal  mining ■ com  .unity  which 
constitutes  more  than  ^O/o  of  all  local  industries,  it  was  considered  timely  to 
carry  out  some  pioneer  work  in  this  direction. 

It  is  a  generally  accepted  truth  that  persons  on  the  spot  have  a  much  better 
idea  of  Local  facilities  and  needs  then  those  who  are  strangers  to  the  to^'7n  and 
this  was  particularly  noticeable  as  'regards  the  provision  inade  through  the 
initiative  of  a  Sub-comaittee  of  this  Council  for  the  X-ray  examination  of  school 
children  in  Normanton.  Not  a  few  school  children  who  otherwise  would  have  had 
to  '0  outside  the  town  for  their  ][-ray  were  finally  spared  this  extra  journey  and 
their  needs  were  catered  for  in  Nornanton,  Discussions  which  I  had  had  on 
previous  occasions  with  members  of  the  local  mining  comuiunity  had  firmly  convinced 
uie  that  if  we  \jere  to  gain  their  active  support  and  confidence,  a  modified  foroa 
of  approach  would  have  to  be  evolved,  and  the  idea  was  finally  approved  of  invitin;^ 
the  active  co-operation  of  the  local  Chest  Physician  on  this  survey.  This  ^?ss 
freely  given  and  in  due  course  arrangements  were  made  for  a  team  consisting  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Chest  Physician  and  the  Miniature  liass  Radiography 
ilrea  Organiser  to  meet  the  Y/est  Riding  Colliery  Consultative  Comaittee  composed 
of  representatives  of  the  management  and  men.  The  mode  of  procedure  at  this 
meeting  was  for  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  start  the  ball  rolling  by 
discussing  the  problems  involved  in  connection  with  Tuberculosis  from  the  angle 
of  preventitive  medicine,  the  Chest  Physician  to  follov/  by  developing  the  theme 
of  the  disease  complex  involved  and  its  dangers,  and  for  the  lay  orraniser  to  ■'.ind 
up  by  discussing,  the  proposed  survey  from  the  plysical  organisation  angle.  That 
this  joint  meeting  completely  served  its  purpose  v/as  obvious  from  the  active 
interest  shown  during  the  discussion  and  also  by  the  searching  nature  of  the 
questions  asked  during  question  time.  I  am  led  to  believe  also  that  during  the 
subsequent  operational  phase  of  the  survey,  the  response  of  the  men  at  this 
colliery  v^as,  on  the  whole,  considerably  better  than  the  results  obtained  from 
other  surveys  where  the  normal  method  of  procedure  had  been  followed.  Needless 
to  say,  this  meeting  would  not  have  been  possible  had  it  not  been  for  the  v/elcome 
co-operation  of  the  Ares  C-eneraL  Manager,  the  National  Goal  Board  medical  officers 
concerned,  the  manager,  and  not  least,  the  men  on  the  Consultative  Committee. 

The  survey  in  Normanton  lasted  for  approximately  one  week,  from  the' 

30th  April  to  the  7th  *'.isy,  1953.  The  general  public,  and  the  priority  groups 
including  school  leavers,  attended  sessions  arranged  for  them  at  the  Trinity 
Methodist  Church  Schoolroom  situated  in  Nornanton  which  temporarily  housed  the 
Unit,  and  arrangements  lere  also  made  at  the  ‘o'est  Riding  Colliery  to  provide  the 
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neoessary  accomiTiodation  and  facilities  for  the  Unit  in  the  pit  yard. 

3elov‘’  are  tabled  the  statistical  results  of  the  coiaplete  survey  as  nearly 
as  possible  as  it  affected  Noruianton  residents,  and  the  compilation  of  this 
part  of  the  report  has  only  been  possible  from  data  supplied  by  the  director  of 
the  Miniature  uass  Radiography  Unit  concerned,  who  also  proved  to  be  most 
co-operative  in  every  way  possible  during  the  active  phase  of  the  survey.

The  rates  worked  out  from  this  local  comprehensive  survey  show  that  one 
out  of  every  ten  of  the  population  submitted  themselves  for  X-ray  examination 
and  this  gave  a  rate  of  1 ,0o  presumed  active  per  1000  examined.  This  compares 
very  favourably  with  the  surveys  carried  out  in  other  areas  but  I  do  feel  that, 
most  important  of  all,  now  that  the  ice  has  been  broken  locally  and  the  preliminary 
survey  completed,  it  v-ould  be  extremely  helpful  if  future  surweys  could  be 
arranged  to  follow  at  regularly  spaced  intervals.  In  this  '^ay,  continued 
interest  in  the  subject  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  would  be  sustained  and  fresh 
cases  v^hich  had  developed,  though  not  discovered,  since  the  previous  survey 
would  automatically  be  diagnosed  and  dealt  t  ith. 

The  practical  experiexice  gained  from  this  local  survey  pro;iipts  me  to 
loake  the  following  observations. 


(l)  In  "v/orking  up”  a  campaign  of  this  nature,  the  more  channels  we  have  for 
the  dissemination  of  information,  the  more  publicity  we  can  give  it  and,  in 
proportion,  the  greater  the  degree  of  success  that  can  be  anticipated. 
Preventitive  medicine  knows  no  barriers  and  whilst  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  to  operate  this  service,  other  allied  services  within  the  National 
Health  Service  Net  could  give  considerable  assistance  towards  its  final  success. 
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In  this  ocnnection  it  is  knD'':n  that  in  siniisr  surveys  the  participation  of 
the  district  authority  has  been  invited  Y;ith  considerable  success,  and  I  feel 
a  like  policy  could  be  followed  here.  The  detailed  local  knovledge  of 
ineuibers  and  of  officers  could  be  used  to  very  pood  advantage.  Our  health 
visitors  under  the  national  Health  >oervice  iict,  as  uieuioers  of  the  local  health 
authority,  and  by  the  very  tenas  and  -nature  of  their  work  in  the  hone,  are 
irrraediately  put  in  a  very  favourable  position  to  act  as  health  educators  in  a 
wajr  denied  to  other  field  workers  in  this  uiost  iuiportant  aspect  of  the  social 
service.  '-.'vhat  they  have  done  in  the  past  and  are  continuing  to  do  in  the 
present  in  the  interests  of  Diphtheria  preve'ntion,  they  can  do  again  in  campaigns 
directed  towards  tiie  eradication  of  Huinj-nary  Tuberculosis, 

(2)  In  the  Ministry  of  Health  report  for  1  f 51  if  is  stated  that  Miniature  Mass 
Radiography  Surveys  are  responsible  for  detectin;:  1  5/o  of  all  new  notij!'ied  cases 
of  Hulmo-nary  Tuberculosis,  and  further  extensions  to  the  service  are  badly 
needed,  Hhilst  it  is  everyvhere  agreed  that  it  should  be  available  to  every 
■member  of  tue  community,  no  great  stretch  of  imaginatio'n  is  required  to  foresee 
that  certain  persons  in  the  Gom'ounity,  by  reason  of  their  eiiiployment  can,  if 
infected,  act  as  a  primary  focus  of  the  disease,  a-nd  cause  unmold  harm  and  misery 
to  others,  ouch  key  persons  include  in  their  ranks  shopkeepers,  hairdressers, 
theatre  and  cinema  attendants,  'bus  and  tram  conductors,  teachers,  doctors  and 
dentists  and,  doubtless,  others  can  readily  be  called  to  uiind.  It  is  reassuring 
to  find  that  the  responsible  authority  is  fully  alive  to  the  nature  and  extent 
of  the  problem,  and  future  local  surveys  will  keep  this  point  well  in  mind. 


(3)  During  the  organising  phase  of  -Mniature  Mass  Radiography  surveys,  although 
Considerable  use  is  being  -made  of  press  and  poster  publicity,  the  vast  potential¬ 
ities  attendant  on  the  use  of  cine  filois  havi'ag  a  direct  bearing  on  the  subject 
of  Tuberculosis,  and  sho'on  to  public  audiences  just  oefore  such  a  survey,  appear 
to  be  largely  undeveloped.  Here  again  is  probably  a  field  where  local  interests 
and  initiative  could  undoubtedly  figure  very  largely  indeed.

lai  Nomanton  the  general  state  of  the  iunmunity  of  the  child  population 
is  such  that  there  has  not  been  one  confimed  notif’ied  case  of  Diphtheria 
for  over  four  years,  iit  present,  52/0  of  the  0-5  population  and  83/o  of  the 
5-15  pop.  lation  are  already  iinnunised  against  the  disease. 

An  apathy  or  uiTOillingness  has  been  manifesting  itself  during  recent 
years  among  certain  sections  of  the  coiiMunity  against  protective  iiiumunisation 
against  Diphtheria,  due  in  some  measure  to  an  unvdllingness  on  the  part  of 
parents  of  younger  children  to  submit  them  for  protective  immunisation,  and 
to  the  fact  that  it  is  l'Qio\vn  that  in  a  small  numoer  of  cases  there  is  a 
definite  relationship  between  the  site  of  injection  after  the  use  of  certain 
types  of  immunising  material  and  the  site  of  paral^^rds  in  those  cases  ;7here 
Poliomyelitis  develops.  There  have  only  oeen  three  cases  of  Polioii];}’'eiitis 
in  Normanton  in  three  years,  and  parents  ;»ith  young  children  as  yet  unprotected 
against  Diphtheria  shouj-d  give  serious  consideration  to  the  pros  and  cons  of 
the  question.  It  may  be  too  late  to  wait  until  an  epidemic  of  Diphtheria 
breaks  out  before  seeking  protection. 

In  a  recent  outbreak  of  Diphtheria  in  this  country  it  was  found  that 
this  disease  has  lost  neither  its  old  time  ferocity  nor  its  killing  power. 

In  the  outbreak  in  question  there  \’ere  78  notified  cases,  none  of  which  h^d 
received  protective  inoculation,  with  6  deaths,  v?hich  gives  a  death  rate  of 
77  per  1000  cases,  ■

One  of  the  main  difficulties  encountered  in  protecting  children  against 
Yfhooping  Clough  in  the  same  effebtive  way  as  we  can  against  Diphtheria  has  been 
due  to  the  fact  that  an  effective  vaccine  against  Vdiooping  Cough  has  not  been 
available.  This  defect  has,  during  recent  years,  been  remedied  and  209  Normanton 
children  have  been  protected  in  this  May,  The  following  table  shows  7;hat  has

0\:vin'-  to  an  outbreak  of  Nysentery  in  the  district  and  also  to  the 
inauguration  of  a  scheme  of  staggering  holidays  for  miners,  the  attendances 
at  the  Centre  rather  loner  tl'ian  in  the  previous  year.  In  1952  the  total 

attendances  V'ere  6,647  whilst  in  1953  they  were  5,897. 

The  year  opened  idth  children  on  the  register  but  by  the  end  of  the 
first  term,  five  of  the  children  \7ere  transferred  to  the  newly  opened  Centre 
at  Wakefield,  The  balance,  however,  was  soon  restored  by  the  admission  of 
further  new  cases  and  by  the  end  of  the  3^ear  there  were  44  children  on  the 
register.  One  cnild  left  to  be  admitted  to  an  institution. 


In  vier.'  of  their  ever  growing  commitments,  the  ambulance  service  v-as 
experiencing  increasing  difficulty  in  being  responsible  for  the  continued  transport 
of  children  to  the  Centre' and  on  the  re-opening  after  tiie  Christmas  recess,  a  new 
transport  system  came  into  being  vdiereby  children  in  the  Normanton  and  Pontefract 
areas  were  transported  frova  various  focal  points  in  the  district  by  a  private  'bus 
service,  vdth  a  paid  escort  in  attendance. 
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j?or  a  variety  of  reasons  there  7.;ere  no  open  days  and  no  sale  of  work 
at  the  Centre  durin*’.  the  year  but,  thavil:s  to  the  financial  generosity  of  the 
County'-  Council,  it  was  f..nnCc  possible  to  arrange  a  trip  to  f'iley.  Needless 
to  say,  this  was  a  very  great  success,  enjoyed  by.  all,  and  especially  so  by 
those  children  who  had  never  previously  been  privileged  to  go  to  the  sea. 


The  Harvest  Festival  held  at  the  Centre  attracted  a  generous  and  varied 
display  of  produce  and  the  service  conducted  by  tne  Curate  was  uiuch  appreciated 
by  the  staff,  parents  and  friends  alike.

The  amiual  visit  of  inspection  fro.u  the  Board  of  Control  fell  due  on 
the  2nd  Deoeuioer  and  the  Inspector,  after  an  exhaustive  survey  of  the  work  done 
at  the  Centre,  end  the  conditions  existing  therein,  expressed  herself  v;ell 
satisfied  v/ith  the  high  standard  of  handwork  as  well  as  '.;ith  the  general  tone 
of  the  Centre, 


This  Centre  continues  to  fill  a  very  de^ unite  need  in  re'^-ard  to  the 
social  rehabilitation  of  these  poor  u.ifortunates  by  breaking  down  the  barriers 
of  loneliness  and  not  infrequently  instilling  in  then  a  degree  of  socialisation 
not  previously  thought  possible.  One  of  the  main  difficulties,  however, 
nilitating  against  the  full  accomplishment  of  this  objective  lies  in  the  fact 
that  proper  classroom  sccDuModation  is  sadly  lacking  and  althou.  h  much  can  be 
effected  by  vjay  of  improvisation,  the  continued  need  to  be  observing  such  a 
policy  can  lead  to  frustration.  The  County  Council,  however,  are  alive  to  the 
needs  of  the  Centre  and  it  '.;ill  probably  be  only  a  process  of  time  before  this 
problem  will  be  remedied.

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary 
and  Cleansing  Services  for  the  year  Report  on  Sanitary 

Administration  covers  the  year  ending  t'^^t  December,  1553  whilst  the  Cleansing 
Section  is  for  the  I'inancial  Year  ending  31st  Ivlarch,  155^f* 

In  Normanton  v/e  are  faced  with  the  frustrating  effect  of  stream"^  and  streana 
of  complaints  in  never  ending  volume  bogging  up  the  works,  these  complaints 
in  many  cases  referring  to  property  .vnich  shoilLd  long  age  have  been  demolished* 
However  I  am  confident  that  the  amount  of  repair  r/ork  generally  being  dene  in 
Normanton  is  much  more  than  is  being  done  in  the  areas  of  most  local  authorities* 

Nevertheless  the  hard  core  of  zhe  housing  problem  is  still  untouched  and 
the  need  for  a  national  effort  to  abolish  the  sluiiis  is  only  too  apparent, 

Mi:ced  wasue  paper  fell  in  price  during  the  year  from  £7  10s.  per  ton  mo 
£6  10s,  per  ton  this  playing  havoc  r/ith  estimates  in  spite  of  the  large 
quantities  of  waste  paper  still  being  collected.  Increased  wages  for  workmen 
also  added  to  the  costs  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal.

A  considerable  proportion  of  the  -work  of  my  Department  is  still  devoted 
to  the  elimination  of  nuisances,  sanitary  defects,  and  housing  repairs  generally.

In  connection  77ith  milk  supplies  in  Normanton  are  marching  in  front 
of  the  modern  trend,  uhich  is  to  ensure  that  all  milk  is  either  pasteurised 
or  designated  milk. 

There  is  a  tendency  amongst  milk  suppliers  to  use  chipped,  broken, 
and  defective  bottles  long  after  their  useful  life  is  over.  This  of  course 
arises  from  the  high  cost  of  the  bottles.  Repeated  checks  have  been  made 
in  this  connection  by  the  Sanitary  Officers,  and  verbal  Yearnings  were  issued 
Tvhere  necessary  Y/ith  some  improvement.  It  appears  to  me,  hcn,7ever,  that  if 
only  the  public  themselves  Y/ere  more  alive  to  the  danger  arising  from  the  use 
of  such  bottles  they  would  be  more  inclined  to  take  the  matter  into  their  own 
hands  by  breaking  the  bottles  and  so  putting  them  out  of  circulation. 

Last  year  I  pointed  out  that  unfortunately  the  tv/o  local  pasteurising 
plants  previously  in  use  had  closed  doYm  and  pasteurised  milk  Y*as  no77  being 
received  instead  from  outside  the  district.  This  means  that  the  large 
number  of  samples  for  biological  examdnation  of  raw  milk  previously  taken 
at  the  dairies  comot  now  be  obtained.

In  addition  2  unsatisfactory  plate  count  tests  were  taken. 

All  unsatisfactory  sauries  arose  from  one  manufacturer  who  was  not  taking 
adequate  precautions  to  ensure  efficient  sterilisation  of  his  plant,  Saii5)les 
incliudjig  those  for  plate  count  tests  were  taken  at  various  points  in  the 
plant,  and  the  cause  of  the  trouble  isolated.  Subsequent  sarples  proved 
satisfactory  but  it  was  very  forcibly  stressed  to  the  manufacturer  concerned 
the  vital  necessity  of  taking  adequate  precautions  in  this  connection  as  a 
routine. 


jMEAT  INSPECTION 

There  is  one  Government  Contrcll3,ed  Slaughterhouse  in  the  district  which 
is  small  for  the  work  it  has  to  do,  particularly  in  the  period  of  peak  kill 
from  August  to  December.  A  new  Public  Abattoir  or  some  leirge  central 
slaughterhouse  adequate  for  the  needs  cf  the  district  vjould  be  an  ideal 
arrangement  for  Normanton, 

During  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Pood  made  recommendations  to  Local 
Autliorities  generally  regarding  meat  inspections.  These  T^re  issued 
in  the  form  of  a  memorandum  (Memo  3»  Meat) .  These  were  adopted  in 
MoruBnton  by  the  suggested  date  and  as  a  matter  of  fact  a  considerable  amount 
of  work  was  done  at  the  house  on  my  recommendations  to  the  County 

Slaughterhouse  Agent  of  the  Ministry  of  Pood.  However,  with  existing 
buildings  it  is  difficult  to  coi]:g)ly  v;ith  the  suggestions  in  the  memorandum 
in  their  entirety,,  I  am  satisfied,  however,  that  the  standard  of  meat 
ii:spection  in  Normanton  is  maintained  at  a  very  high  level  and  that  every 
precaution  is  talcen  to  safeguard  public  health  in  this  direction  and  in 
particu-lar  that  adequate  precautions  are  taken  against  the  very  real  dangers 
associated  with  the  c jr'sungDt ion  of  meat  derived  from  or  contaminated  by 
contact  with  carcases  or  offal  of  animals  which  v;ere  diseased  or  suffering 
from  ar.  j-rfoctive  condition,

During  the  first  half  of  the  year  meat  condemned  at  the  slaughterhouse 
\ia.s  stained  and  removed  to  Pontefract  for  sterilisation  for  animal  feeding 
stuffs.  The  ileat  and  Livestock  Division  of  the  .:.m.nistyy  of"  Pood  'then 
introduced  changes  in  the  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  this  meat. 

By  these  ar range iiients  such  meat  v/as  auotioned  hy  public  auction  and 
sold  to  the  highest  bidder.  Under  these  arrangements  it  Y;as  found  that  the 
condemned  meat  from  Norma nt on  ivas  being  bought  by  firms  as  far  ai’ield--  as 
Lancashire „  Many  local  authorities  throughout  the  country  vere  seriously 
concerned  by  the  possible  danger  to  public  health  'vvhich  might  arise  from  these 
arrangements.  Accordingly  these  local  authorities  v^rote  to  the  Ministry  of 
Pood  about  this  matter  and  Normanton  vvas  one  of  the  local  authorities 
concerned.  In  addition  articles  appeared  in  the  press  diiploring  this  state 
of  affairs. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Ministry  drafted  new  and  adequate 
safeguards  to  prevent  danger  to  the  public  health  from  this  source.

85  visits  were  made  during  the  year  to  cases  of  infectious  disease  and 
35  disinfections  were  carried  out  after  infectioiis  disease, 

42  library  books  were  disinfected  during  the  year.  A  cabinet  for  this 
purpose  being  inprovised  to  my  own  design  from  an  old  cupboard. 

Bedding  was  disinfected  at  the  Sanitary  and  Cleansing  Department, 
Castleford  the  Bedford  Van  being  used  to  transport  this,  Hhat  v/e  need  in 
Normanton  is  a  new  disinfecting  station  w'hich  would  make  us  independent 
of  another  authority  '.rho  might  be  reluctant  to  assist  us  in  the  event  of  a 
major  outbreak  of  infectious  disease,  or  if  they  themselves  were  hard  pressed 
over  any  reason.  A  suitable  site  for  such  a  disinfector  would  of  course, 
be  at  the  baths  where  steam  is  already  available, 

4  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  during  the  year,  the  causative 
organism  being  Salmonella  Typhimurium.  The  origin  of  the  food  poisoning 
was  not  at  Normanton.  Gontaimination  occurred  in  Vfakefield  by  a  TToman  food 
handler  at  the  place  of  manufacture  of  the  pork  pie.  The  four  Normanton 
cases  77ere  therefore  an  offshoot  from  the  main  outbreak  a.t  Wakefield,  No 
other  cases  occurred.
